2dly. ‘The supposition that Onesimus was a 
slave furnishes no support to slavery, because 
on that supposition it teachesthe abolition of the 
whole system, it being on the same supposition. 
one of the strongest anti-slavery chapters in 
the Bible. It might have been possible that 
Philemon, late.a-heathen, and unconvicted of 
the sinfulness of slavery, after, his conversion, 
and while the Apostles were ignorant of his 
slaveholding character, was admitted by them 
as. a member of the christian church. There 
might have been circumstances even in a slave 
case in those times, but with which we are 
now unacquainted to render it possible foraslave 
to owe his‘master and to wrong him by running 
away. I say these things might have been 
possible, though we have no right or, evidence 
to conjecture their existence, so long as all 
the Scripture evidence is directly against it, we 
ought in every case to believe agreeably to the 
evidence belonging toit, and neveragainst such 
evidence. .

about it, which, encircling Cincinnati, afford 30 
many beautiful panoramic views. Still it isa 
handsome city, and the adjoining grounds fur- 
nish not a few select spots for the pleasure- 
seeking pedestrian. The good people here, I 
dare say, think it second only te the “Queen 
City:” they are mote modest than we are, and 
are not forever claiming the first place. Neat 
houses it has,and rich shrubbery, fine stores 
and wide streets, as well paved as our own, and 


the crossing plaees much better. 

Still, no one can help noticing the absence of 
that robust life and vaulting enterprise which 
have borne our city at least twenty years in 
advance of what used to be her rivel. As we 
left Cincinnati, what a scene lay before us on 
the landing!—bales, boxes and barrels tumbled, 
heaps upon heaps, in inextricable confusion— 
boats constantly arriving and departing—hun- 
dreds of drays, (for we counted them,) loading 
and ufiloading—living beings uncountable, 
causing a slave-State neighbor of ours to ex- 
claim, “Good heavens! they swarm like pis- 
mires!”—and then below, an interminable line 
of flat-boats, and above, steamboats on the 
stocks or under repair, whence arose the sound 
of hammer and mallet, mingling with the con- 
founded din of hissing steam, and multitudi- 
nous voices, wheels.and vehicles. It was Ba- 
bel come again: But Louisville shocks you 
with neither noise nor bustle. There is repose 
enough here for a philosopher. 


Another thing strikes you. You may place 
yourself in the centre of whole squares in the 
suburbs of Cincinnati, of substantial buildings 
for private residence, and there shall not be 
one among them all, more than a year old.— 
“Texas,” as it is called, is a striking illustra- 
tion of this. Within a few years, numerous 
streets have been laid out there and paved, and 
a new town has sprung up, a8 if by magic.— 
In fact, houses go up in our place, by the 
square; in Louisville, deliberately as it were, 
one by one. 

And yet, here are found health, energy and 
intelligence—morality and education. The 
public schools are well sustained; private acad- 
emies abound; and during the year, perhaps not 
more than a very few hundreds of the whité 
children are without the benefits of tuition.— 
Still Louisville lingers. Jt sits in the shadow 
of slavery, and the shadow is almost as blight- 
ing as the incubus itself. Capital and Labor 
flow reluctantly toslave-State cities: hence the 
want of manufacturing skill and industry, and 
of great commercial enterprise.. Besides, how 
can you expect rapid growth ina town, when 
the adjacent country, whose production and 
consumption must constitute its main supports, 
is depopulated and impoverished by slave labor? 

The old tavern-stand at Pleasant Run, two 
miles from Cincinnati, a house with five rooms, 
old, homely and uncomfortable, and with five 
acres of not the best land in the world, rents 
now as a private residence, for two hundred and 
fifty dollars a year. In a ramble about Louis- 

* ville, we were pointed to a neat brick house, 
with half a dozen or more rooms, and twenty 
acres of ground, about a mile irém Louisville, 
which rented but for seventy-five dollars! The 
land was not very good, and no lease for a long- 
er time than a year would be granted—but were 
it at the same distance from Cincinnati, even 
with these disadvantages, it would command 
two hundred and fifty per year. This is but 
one of many similar facts. 

The people of Louisville are not blind to 
these things. They have no affection for sla- 
very, and regard almost with scorn, its fanati- 
cal advocates. They are withal a kind and 
hospitable people, and it may seem ungracious 
thus to remind them of what they so much de- 
plore. But faithful are the wounds of a friend- 
Though they cannot, of themselves, rid their 
State of this evil, they can exert a decisive in- 
fluence in bringing it to an end. We would 
not inconsiderately upbraid them; nor do we 
thus contrast the two cities in a vain-glorious 
spirit; for it would give us pleasure to see Lou- 
isville, under a just system, keeping pace with 
Cincinnati, in wealth and population. But, we 
would remind them that they have intelligence 
and energy enough to redeem themselves from 
a heavy curse, if they would but look it in the 
face, and resolve to do, all that man might do,. 
for its removal. 

Anti-slavery men do not visit Slave States 
enough. It would be rather hazardous to ex- 
periment upon the hospitalities of South Caro- 
lina, _Mississippi, and other States of their 
class: they are wanting in the first elements of 

civilization: there is far more security for the 
Christian among the Turks, than for an anti- 
slavery man among the christians. of those 
States. But, if sensible Abolitionists would 
visit more frequently the other Slave States, 
how much ill-bleod would be allayed, how ma- 
ny prejudices be removed, how many eyes be 
opened! It is'a good thing to show the people 
in those States, that an Abolitionist has nei- 
ther horns, nor hoofs; but is a real man, to all 
intents and purposes whatsoever. It is non- 
sense to suppose that he must make up his 
mind either to compromise his principles, or 
wear the crown of martyrdom, in such cases. 
In Louisville, for examplé,there is just ds much 
freedom of discussion in social life, on the sub-

More Scrap Work, 

In reviewing the lives of the English Chan- 
cellors, it is surprising how few present claims 
to our respect as public men. Precedent may 
give a forced currency to their names in legal 
discussions, yet many of them have reason to 
besecch from history, “the charity of its si- 
lence.” With eye only intent upon the highest 
distinctions of their profession, they seemed to 
forget the aims and limitations of an honorable 
ambition—to their distorted vision the glitter 
of place paled the light of principle, and al- 
though the ministry may have rewarded their 
servility with “the thrift that follows fawning,” 
still the coveted robe of judicial station proved 
more fata] than the poisoned shirt of Nessus— 
the winding shect, to them, of political virtue 
and consistency. We have not room for illus- 
tration this morning, yet it. might easily be 
shown, that various names which a lawyer is 
taught to honor, a Republican cannot but .exe- 
crate. « 

These remarks have been suggested by read- 
ing the biographies of Lord Loughborough and 
Lord Thurlow. The former known in parlia- 


the most accomplished mep of the last century, 
while Thurlow, utterly the opposite of, the 
other, possessed an energy of intellect and a 
foree of will which swept, directly and suecess- 
fully, to its object. Both, however, were exéeta- 
ble politicians, un 
perhaps, corrupt would not be too harsh a word 
to characterise their public conduct. Weshall 
not follow their sinuosites, but give an extract, 
which has an interest to. American readers, 
aside from its graphic portraitures. 
“Wedderburn was gazetted solicitor-general 
on the 26th of January, 1771, and had Thurlow 
for his colleague. ‘It wasa proud day for the 
bar,’ says Matthias in his Pursuits of Litera- 
ture, ‘when lord North made Thurlow and 
Wedderburn attorney and solicitor-general; for 
never before that day were such irresistible, 
overbearing talents and powers displayed by the 
official defenders of ministers:—*T he minister,’ 
said Horne; on his trial, ‘sat secure between his’ 
two brazen pillars, Jachin and Boaz, to guard 
the treasury bench.’ Both law officers exercised 
considerable sway in the house, but in a per- 
fectly distinct style and manner; the one, the 
Ajax, the other, the Ulysses, of the court.— 
The ‘one, blunt, coarse, and vigorous, hurled 
hard words and strong epithets at his opponents 
in a tremendous voice, witha look and tone of 
defiance; the other, elegant, subtle, and insin- 
uating, arrayed his arguments in all the per- 
suasive guises of rhetoric, and where he could 
not convince the reason, or niove the passions, 
sought to silence objections with ironical plea- 
santry, and bitter sarcasm. Their rival feats 
of eloquence may be comparel to the trial of 
strength and dexterity between Coeur de Lion 
and Saladin, mentioned in the Talisman of sir 
Walter Scott. King Richard} with his two- 
handed sword, cut asunder thejiron bar which 
no arm but his could have severed; the Soldan

Great Discoveries,

“But, we can show abundant reasons why the 
non-slavehtolding States should be desirous of 
the abolition of slavery in the slaveholding 
States. ~ ; 
The relation is barbarous; repugnant to the 
spirit of our institutions; an enemy to progress; 
a foe to Christianity. Hence its existence in 
one half of the country, involves the whole in 
dishonor and disgrace in the eyes‘of the world. 
Slavery controls the policy of the general 
government to the continual detriment of free 
labor, and the degradation to a great extent of 
the non-sla#eholding people of all the States. 
Slavery by its detérmining the labor of 
one.sect ion of the country to the production of 
a few staples, and preventing the diversifica- 
tion of industry, gives rise toa perpetual and 
daiigerousconflict of industrial interests. 
very, being an anomaly in our social sys- 
tem, whose corner stone is Freedom, and con- 
stantly demanding for its security concessions 
which cannot be made without a serious sacri- 
fice of the interests of Liberty, is a prolific 
source of discord, dark ‘suspicions, collisions, 
ill-blood, and dangerous sectional feelings, by 
which the integrity of this Union, in which no 
State glories more than Kentucky, is placed in 
constant peril. 
Slavery, being an abuse, can maintain itself 
only by aggression. Hence, it has used the 
General Government as an agent, to annex an 
immense foreign territory,in violation of con- 
stitutional forms, for the sole purpose of ex- 
tending its area and domination. 
Slavery lessens production in the South, in- 
creases waste, diminishes the ability to pay: 
but the South constitutes an important market 
for the manufacturers of the North, the me- 
chanics and farmers, and manufacturers of the 
Middle and Western States: this market is 
fluctuating, uncertain, and dangerous, owing 
to the causes above named: hence the free 
States have the strongest motives for desiring 
the extinction of the evil. 
Slavery tends to the ruin of the States which 
sustain it: ruin by slow decay, or sudden 
convulsion. But, the free States are bound to 
those States by the ties of kindred, social life, 
traffic, government; by a common origin, and 
a common history.

There was a time when the cotton crop of 


the hemp crop now. Theinvention of the gin 
has made it the great staple export of the na- 
tion—the regulator of exchanges—the control- 
ler of the national policy. It might have been 
thought, when first introduced, that by its vast 
saving of labor, it would relieve the planter of 
his absolute dependence upon slave-labor, and 
thus facilitate emancipation. But, in most 
cases, machinery creates, for“a certain period at 
least, a demand for more labor; and such was 
the operation in this instance. The cotton crop 
before the invention was unimportant, not be- 
cause there was not an immense market for it, 
but because the planter could not raise enough 
to stimulate’ his cupidity. The gin met this 
difficulty precisely, and the result was, that the 
demand for slave-labor increased immediately 
to an extraordinary degree. ; 
We have observed with deep interest the 
various movements of late years, to make hemp 
amore profitable crop. Kentucky and Mis- 
souri are. the principal growers of this article, 
the former to the amount, say, of 15,000 tons, 
the latter, to the amount of 6,000 or 8,000 tons. 
The soil of other slave States is well adapted 
to its culture. In the free States of Ohio, In- 
diana, and Illinois, the annual crop may yield 
1500 tons. The price of hemp may average 
about $60 per ton; so that the cropof Kentucky 
is worth to her annually about $900,000, 
There are two great difficulties at present in 
the way of the Hemp-grower. 


process “of water-rotting is very imperféctly 
understood. The article prepared in the for- 
mer way is fitted only for bagging and certain 
kinds of rope, &c., so that the market for it is 
very limited. It is estimated that a surplus 


1842-43, of from 5000 to 8000tons. For water- 
rotted hemp, the demand is almost illimitable, 
the consumption in the world amounting annu- 
ally to hundreds of thousands of tons. Russia 
alone, says Mr. Ellsworth, raises 120,000 tons, 
The first difficulty then to overcome relates 
to the process of preparing the hemp. If the 
mode of water-rotting was fully understood, 
there could be no danger of a glut in the mar- 
ket. It is well known that the subject is now 
attracting much attention, and the General 
Government is taking a deep interest in it. 
The next difficulty is in the imperfection of 
the machinery for preparing the fibre of the 
hemp, or breaking it. At present thisis a most 
tedious process, and requires great labor. A 
gentleman in Kentucky informed us, that so far 
as this particular braneh of industry was  con- 
cerned, so tedious and laborious was it, that it 
would be impossible to employ free labor in it, 
to the same advantage, as-slave-labor. Several 
years practice is required before a hand is able 
to do what is called a full day’s work. Mr. 
Ellsworth would seem to intimate that all the 
attempts in this country to improve the ma- 
chinery for this purpose, have failed, for want 
of proper information of what has already been 
done in Europe. 
The price of water-rotted hemp is $180 a 
ton, or three times as much as that of the dew- 
rotted. Tothe demand for the former no limit 
can be assigned. By the invention of a brake, 
fitted to prepare the fibre for use, thus saving 
an immense amiou it of labor, perhaps seven or 
eight times as much of the article could be 
prodaced. 
Now, suppose such a machine to be invented, 
and the process of water-rotting to be fully as- 
certained, what immense consequences would 
ensue! Whgcan predict them? Who could 
have predicted the refults of the invention of 
the cotton-gin? 
A highly intelligent gentleman in Louisville 
startled us the other day by the information 
that just the machine required, had been in- 
vented by a citizen of that State, and would 
soon develop of its péwers! He seemed to regard 
it as providential—for the hemp-culture, which 
in some of ite stages is thought to require the 
labor of slaves, is deemed an obstacle to emah- 
cipation in Kentucky. Our friend imagined 
that, by the invention of a machine that 
would relieve the hemp-grower from his’ depen- 
dence on slave-labor, one obstacle to emancipa 
tion would be removed. We suggested that 
just the reverse might be the fact; and would 
be, should the process of water-rotting come 
into general use. The new brake would then 
do for Kentucky, Missouri, and other slave 
States, precisely what the gin has done for S. 
Carolina, and the cotton growing States:—it 
would make slave labor profitable to the large 
slaveholders, and extend the system to a fear- 
ful extent. 
We submit to the enemies of slavery in Ken- 
tucky, whether in view of these facts and con- 
siderations, it is not time to push with vigor 
their measures for arousing public sentiment, 
and bringing it to bear upon a system, which, 
however profitable toa few individuals, must 
under all circumstances, prove incalculably 
injurious to the best interests of the Many.

Madison and Indianapolis Rail Road 
The Madison and Indianapolis Rail Road was 
commenced eight years ago, by the State. Up 
to February, 1844, 28 miles of the road had 
been finished, at a cost of more than $1,600,- 
000: at that time, the Company took possession 
of it, and agreed to finish the road. On the Ist 
of July, 1844, the road was finished to Colum- 
bus, a distance} of 45 miles from Madison, and 
the grading had been completed to Edinburg, 
11 miles further. By the Ist of June next, it is 
believed’ that the ¢ara will be running to that 
place; and if nothing shall occur out of the 
usual course of things, the indcbtedness of the 
Company for completing the road thus far, will 
be discharged by the Ist of September, 1846, 
with the receipts from tolls alone. The re- 
maining part of the route, a distance of 30 
miles to Indianapolis, is very favorably located. 
By the Engineer’s report, the excavation for 
the whole distance, is only 185,276 yards; the 
embankments are 286,739 yards; and the cost 
of grubbing, grading and bridging, will be $96,- 
927,24. The superstructure completed, if a 
§ by 34 inch flat bar be used, will cost the ad- 
ditional sum of $96,786,93; or $150,000 for a 
good Trail. ~ 

The business of the Road for the last year 
has been more regular, so says the annual re. 
report, “than ever heretofore.” In July, when 
the receipts were lowest, they averaged $82 per 
day; in November and December, for nearly 
seven weeks they rose to $200; but for a large 
portion of the year, they have ranged from $100 
to $130. The Indiana Sentinel says, that dur- 
ing the month succeeding the report, the re- 
ceipts averaged about $240 per day against $75 
per day during the corresponding month last 
year. It appears from the Report that “the way 
passengers during the year amounted to 8359, 
the through passengers to 6236; receipts from 
them $14,910 80. The freights transported were 
about 11,386 tons; the charges for freight, $26,- 
362 68, being an increase over last year, of 3149 
passengers, 3556 tons of freight and $18,211 67 
in tolls. As the average extension of the Road 
the ensuing year, will rather excced that of the 
last, the receipts will probably not fall short of 
$60,000.” 

Some idea ofthe importance of this road may 
be formed from the following paragraph. 

“The tract of country, now doing a partial 
business on the road, and which will be re- 
lied on hereafter for patronage, embraces the 
counties of Jennings, Bartholomew, Brown, 
Johnson, Morgan, Marion, Hendricks, Hamil- 
ton, and portions of Jefferson, Jackson, Shelby, 
and Boone, besides several counties in less 
proximity to the Road. The territory in ques- 
tion, covers about 4,500 square miles. By refer- 
ence to the table annexed, it will be seen that 
these counties, in 1840, had 2 population of 
124,228, and the agricultural productions, 
amongst other things, were 505,270, bushels of 
wheat, 4,891,087 bushels of corn, 45,653 horses, 
117,726 neat cattle, and 315,900 hogs. It would 
scem by the Presidential vote of 1844, that- the 
population of these counties must now be over 
150,000 and the agricultural products have, no 
doubt, increased in a greater ratio.”
